WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The financial de- 
bate is closed, and the line of battle is 
now being sharply drawn for the de- 
cisive contest that takes place in“ the 
House tomorrow. The leaders on both 
sides have exerted every effort to have 
their men all here, and it is expected 
that the first roll-call will find almost 
every member of the present 
and voting. 

The result of the successive roll- 
calls tomorrow is no longer a matter 
of doubt to anyone familiar with the 
situation. The free-coinage bill to be 
offered by Representative Bland as a 
substitute for- the repealing bill of 
Representative Wilson will be defeated. 
Thé exact vote is uncertain as the 
fealty of certain’ members to the 


measure depends much on the ratio 
that receives the 


instead of the highest ratio, 20 to 1, 
being the most popular, the old ratio, 
16 to 1, will receive the greatest vote, 
and will be the only one seriously con- 
sidered. But whatever may be the re- 
Sult of the vote on the separate ratios, 
Representative Bland’s bill will be re- 
jected as a substitute for the Wilson 
bill, and the majority for rejection will 
not be less than forty. 

After the rejection of the Bland bill, 
and when the question has resolved 
itself to the simple one of the repeal 
of the purchasing clause of the Sher- 
man law, the Wilson bill will be 
passed by a majority of not less than 
sixty. Immediately after the passage 
of the Wilson bill it will be reported 
to the Senate, and; if the usual course 
is pursued, will be referred to the 
Committee on Finance of that body. 
It is expected that the policy of the 
Senate will be to let the bill slumber 
there, while all efforts of the upper 
chamber are directed to securing the 
adoption of the repealing bill now 
pending in that body

Of 
course, the effect of this will be to 
revive the whole question in the 
House, but it is not thought that any 
considerable time will be consyméd by 
the House in passing upon the ques- 
tion a second time. 

Considerable speculation is being in- 
dulged in as to the next step to be 
taken in financial legislation, after 
the passage of a bill repealing the 
Sherman law. The Committee on Coin- 
age, under the leadership of Chairman 
Bland, will, it is expected, report a 
free coinage. bill in due time, and 
Chairman Springer’s Committee on 
Banking and Currency is expected to 
present several relief measures to the 
House. 

Congressman McCreary of Kentucky, 
one of the delegates on the part of the 
United States to the recent Interna- 
tional Monetary Conference at Brus- 
sels, has prepared a joint resolution 
for introduction in the House next 
week. The resolution provides for the 
appointment of a commission of three 
Senators, and an equal nuniber of 
Representatives, with three experts, to 
be selected by the President, who shall 
inquire into the whole financial ques- 
tion in its broadest phases, not as to 
bimetallism alone, but also as to the 
reorganization of the banking system. 
The means of promoting international 
bimetallism will also be a subject for 
the commission to consider. It is pro- 
vided that the report of the commis- 
sion shall be made to the Senate and 
House not later than January 1, 1894.

CORBETT-MITCHELL. 

The Chronicle in its sporting col- 
Says: 

“In the next three months columns 
will be written about the coming fight 
between Corbett and Mitchell. The 
training and condition of the men will 
be graphically told from day to day. 
Both men will be boosted up by some 
of the cleverest word-painters in the 
country. As the battle is an interna- 
tional one, it will naturally create a 
wonderful interest, and opinion will 
be in a great measure divided as to the 
outcome. The betting may be 2 to 1 
in Corbett’s favor. It should be 4 to 
1. On public record, Corbett appears 
to have a double distilled ‘cinch.’ 
“The fight looks to be the most one- 
sided championship battle on record. 
Mitchell in his prime could nof defeat 
Corbett, and the Englishman has long 
since seen his best day. The Califor- 
nian will have the advantage in height, 
reach and youth. Mitchell has not en- 
ggeed in a finish fight in six years or 
more. The men of 1893 are 100 per cent 
better than the men who held sway 
ten years ago. There is absolutely no 
doub, about the correctness of this 
assertion. Men of experience in any 
branch of athletics will tell you that 
an athlete is never as again after 
an absence of four or five years. They 
must keep at the game if they do not 
expect to go back.” 

A RECORD-BREAKER. 

Clinton R. Morse, the famous young 
all-round athlete of the University of 
California, who recently broke the 
world’s reco in pole-vaulting, is a 
native of California and only 21 years 
old. Morse cleared 26 feet and 55-8 
inches, which is well above the previous 
record of 26 feet, 4% inches, held by A. 
H. Green of Boston. 

Morse is a prodigy in athletics. He 
holds forty-eight medals for sprinting, 
jumping, vaulting and weight-throwing; 
he has covered left field for the univers- 
ity baseball team; he played half-back 
on the football team in the game with 
Stanford last December, and has al- 
ways been prominent in boating. 

Morse also holds the Coast record for 
putting the 56-pound weight, his dis- 
tance being 23 feet, 6% inches. He will, 
in all probability, go to Chicago to par- 
ticipate in the international athletic 
gxames to be held there on the 10th and 
lith_ of September, as the representa- 
tive of the University of California. 

BIG GAME HUNTING. 

The history of big-game hunting in 
the West for the past twenty years 
shows a constant decrease in the 
amount Of game, anda constant diminu- 
_— of the area occupied by wild ani- 

als, says Forest and Stream. The 
hammer blows that drove the spikes in 
the first railway across the continent 
knelled the extermination of wild game 
and wild Indians alike. The first rail- 
road furnished a market for the flesh 
and hides of the game of the region 
which it traversed, brought in a horde 
of hunters, and made the country pos- 
sible for settlement. Great quantities 
of game were slaughtered for gain and 
from lust of blood; vast areas that 
had been game range became farm 
land. The wild beasts that were not 
killed were crowded out from their an- 
cient feeding-grounds. 

During the last twenty years the 
buffalo has become almost as extinct 
as the mastodon. Elk, deer and an- 
telope are fast being crowded from the 
face of the earth. Mountain sheep are 
each year becoming more scarce. 

Twenty years ago the good hunting- 
grounds of the West extended from the 
Missouri River to the Pacific Ocean. Of 
course, game was not to be found at 
any time all over the region, but it 
would be found at some time of the year 
almost anywhere. .Eyen then, there 


ranged. In the few settlements then 
existing it did not occur. 

Today the hunting grounds for big 
game in the West are scarcely found 
on the Atlantic watershed, except in 
the immediate vicinity of the National 
Park. In Montana there are a few 
sheep, deer and goats. In Wyoming 
and in Colorado some elk, sheep and 
deer.

THE PENSION ROLLS. 


A Few Pacts for the Consideration of Hoke 
Smith et

‘The department has entered an or- 
der suspending all pensions granted un- 
der the law of 1890, giving holders of 
certificates Opportunity to show cause 
why they should not be dropped. It 
seems to us this is a Wery grave mis- 
take, if not a censurable one. The 
cries that have gone up about fraudu- 
lent pensions have grown: in volume 
ever since a G.A.R. post ih the city of 
New York demanded that the pension 
rolis be ‘purged,’ until one would think, 
by reading some papers, that scarcely 
a person was honestly upon the rolls. 

“Congress passed a law prescribing 
grounds fur pension. It constituted a 
tribunal to hear the claims of the sol- 
dier seeking pension, and authorized 
that court to enter judgment on the 
evidence presented. The claimant 
stated his case, and put in his evidence. 
The government had its judge to de- 
cide, its officers to determine the phys- 
ical condition of the soldier, and then 
passed on the claims. Having heard 
taat evidence, a court, with full powers 
to issue a certificate, renders a verdict 
and grants the certificate on the evi- 
dence adduced. 


‘‘Now, another judge of the same” 


court assumes to say ‘I will set aside 
all these verdicts, and make claimants 
prove their cases over again, because 
there is so much fraud.’ 

‘The Press denounces this as an out- 
rage as infamous as malignant hatred 
can inspire, and as without warrant or 
justification. 

‘It is unparalleled unfairness. 

“It is a disgrace to the nation, an in- 
sult toahe soldier and a cheap effort to 
create a prejudice on wrong grounds. 

‘The Democratic Secretary may hate 
the Republican administration. 

“But this is not sufficient to throw 
discredit upon every case he adjudi- 
cated and intimate that the claims are 
fraudulent. 

‘It is evident that to Hoke Smith 
every pensioa is unworthy and every 
pensioner a fraud. 

‘“Itis time the administration opened 
its eyes to the situation and set itself 
right by treating this pension legisla- 
tion in a fair, open, business-like way. 

‘“‘No pension has been granted except 
three examining physicians, the govern- 
ment’s own officers, have certified to 
the disability. This alone should estop 
the government from setting up the 
claim of fraud. If there is a person on 
the rolls wrongfully let the name be re- 
moved, after proof by the goverment 
that there was fraud. Any other course 
is wrong, and the present sweeping or- 
der is a direct charge that. every pen- 
sioner is a thief, every witness a per- 
jurer, every surgeon a dishonest scoun- 
drel and the former Pension Commis- 
sioner a rascal. 

“The men who areon the rolls are 
net unable to make the showing that 
they have arightthere. But they have 
once made that showing, and ought no, 
to make it over again to a subsequent 
hypocritical official, who seeks to gain 
notoriety by striving in every possible 
way to defeat the ends of the plain pro- 
visions of a law of Congress. 

“The new rule simply compels them 
to furnish this same proof over again, 
to see if Hoke Smith thinks it is suffi- 


cient. This the contemptible and 
outrageously dé$picable meanness of 
the feature. 


“The factis he is a pension hater, 
and this is not the Democratic creed, 
nor is.it popular. 

We denounce the order asthe ema- 
nation of hatred, and as an insult tothe 
entire country. We believe it is an ar- 
bitrary and revolutionary assumption 
of power, sustained neither by justice, 
loyalty, honor or Democracy.”’

A SUBMERGED VALLEY. 


A Wonderful Sight Witnessed from Echo 
Mountain. 

A marvelous sight hag been witness- 
ed_ from the chalet on Echo Mountain 
several mornings the past week. Dur- 
ng the early morning hours, to all 
appearances, the Pacific Ocean’ has 
rolled in from the distant shores of 
Santa Monica, Redondo and Long 
Beach and completely overwhelmed the 
entire land up to the very base of the 
Sierra Madre Mountains, even pouring 
its mighty flood well up into the deep 
canyons, and forming numerous inlets 
and bays, along the tortuous channel 
of Rubio Canyon it has threaded its 
way like a huge white python, stop- 
ping just below the pavilion, as if 
amazed at the curious structure in its 
path. 

A level sea of undulating waves roll 
over Pasadena, Los Angeles and all 
the other towns, villas, groves, fle}ds 
and gardens stretching eastward to 
San Bernardino, which the evening be- 
fore were bathed in the mellow sun- 
light of the setting sun. No trace @¢f 
all those gorgeous scenes are visible. 
The white, but silent, billows of a 
level sea, 100 fathoms deep over Pasa- 
dena,’and 200 fathoms deep over Los 
Angeles, extend to the horizon on the 
ca@s., tne south and the west. 

It is broken on the right by a group 
of dark clouds, which can be recog- 
nized as the highest summits of the 
Verdugo hills, between which the 
white flood pours with such impetu- 
osity that one almost Hstens fgr the 
roar of its breakers. But. no sound 
greets the ear. Silence, like that of 


eternal night, reigns all around. It is 
a marvelous sight. 


sweeping Over the buried cities of the 
plain, with all their unconscious ten- 
ants at the bottom, these white, surg- 
ing waves of an improvised ocean, are 
touched with the first rays of the 
rising sun, and the iridescent hues of 
the rainbow are revealed. Bright 
lights, dark shadows, and roseate tints 
chase each other over the wrinkled sur- 
face with magical effect. 

But in the strong light of day the 
illusive appearance of an ocean is dis- 
pelled. The observer realizes that he 
is looking down upon the upper sur- 
face of a dense stratum of fog clouds, 
which effectually hide every object be- 
neath from view, and then along the 
nearer edge the fog generally lifts, 
and the orchards and Villas of Alta- 
dena are dimly disclosed through a 
gauzy, lace-like fringe of curtain, which 
gradually fades, and then they come 
into full view with clearly defined 
lines. And so, one after another, each 
more distant scene is successively re- 
vealed, adding a new and lovely pic- 
ture to a landscape, unmatched any- 
where else on the continent. 


SMUGGLING REVIVED. 


Horses and Cattle Driven Over the Line from 
Lewer Califernia. 

(San Diego Union:) Information was 
received yesterday from a reliable source 
that the smuggling of horses and cattle 
into this country from Lower California 
is being carried on more extensively 
than ever before. It is reported that a 
drove of six or eight horses is regularly 
driven into San Diego from Mexican 
territory, each week under cover of 
darkness; and cattle are not far behind 
in numbers. 

From all accounts merchandise is also 
smuggled not only from that country 
but into it, and the quantity of contra- 
band goods that passes the line is very 
large.

PLUMBERS PROTEST. 


Object to Sewer Pipe Being 
Laid by Outsiders. 


Why They Claim that the Work Should Only 
Be Dene by Licensed Men—The 
Views of One of the Prop- 
erty Owners. 


The plumbers of the city feel that 
an injustice was done by the City 
Council last Monday in repealing the 
portion of the building ordinance 
which required that the part of the 
private sewer connection running from 
private houses toward the street sewer 
lying between Ahe houses, and 
what is known as the property line, 
shall be put in by a plumber. A some- 
what florid communication has been 
received from a master plumber, com- 
plaining about the alleged injustice, 
and setting forth how the property- 
owners have been victimized by the 
change. The communication concludes 
as follows: 

“Now to explain how they were 
were worked for rank suckers: A cer- 
tain master plumber of this city who 
pays a license for conducting usi- 
ness Within the corporate limi fur- 
nished these same paupers with the 
following estimate: ‘I will furnish and 
lay first-class Los Angeles Sewer Pipe 
Company's pipe for the sum of 50 
éents per Nneal foot.’ This does not 
look like 97 cents as stated by the 
Evening Express, and the pauper pe- 
titioners before the Council. They 
might have had such a bid, but they 
also had the one above. Now had this 
same plumber known that these pau- 
pers would have been satisfied with 
what is known to commerce as seconds 
or culls, or that the city would accept 
pipe made in the northern part of the 
State, which can be bought for 6 cents 
per foot less than the Los Angeles 
first quality pipe, he would have been 
glad to put in their sewer connections 
for the sum of 44 cents per foot; hence 
they have been worked for rank suck- 
ers to the tune of 3 cents per foot, as 
they are now paying 47 cents. Now 
should any of these paupers die from 
enlargement of the heart, or from the 
effects of knowing what suckers they 
are for paying three large American 
copper cents .more per foot than was 
necessary? 

“Now: the truth of this matter. is 
that they have misled the Council by 
telling the truth, and nothing but the 
truth, as they are on record for doing 
this very same thing. Now had the 
Council taken the pains to inquire into 
this matter without railroading the or- 
dinance, as the paupers highly recom- 
mend this pipe layer, if such is the 
case there certainly can be no objec- 
tions to him coming before the board 
of examiners to be examined the saine 
as any other person for the same kind 
ef business, where it would be proven 
conclusively in five minutes to the en- 
tire satisfaction of the Council, 
whether.or not he was a competent 
person for the public to trust their 
lives to. - 

‘“‘Had he proved himself to be such 
he certainly would have been granted 
a permit to lay sewers. Within the 
past two ks there have been two 
eases of children dying from the evil 
effects of imperfect drains laid by in- 
competent persons. ask 
who is responsible rr the death of 
these children? The man who laid 
the sewer did not know what he was 
doing. The owners did not know the 
difference, but the Council does know. 
They did not pass the plumbing ordi- 
nance without having a thorough un- 
derstanding of it. This ordinance was 
compiled by the Board of Health.” 

A. Petsch, a Figueroa street prop- 
erty-owner, was seen by a reporter at 


questioned in reference to the matter. 

He stated that, on account of con- 
templated street improvements cn 
Figueroa street where his property is 
situated, it is necessary to put in con- 
nections between the street sewer and 
the houses before such improvements 
are made. 

In order to dispose of this necessary 
work, he, about two weeks ago, em- 
ployed a Mr. Gannelli to lay a pipe 
connection. from the street sewer to 
a point within about ten feet of where 
the same would eventually connect 
with the house. This Mr. Gannelli had 
been in the business of laying pipe for 
some twelve years, and was recom- 
mended by competent city officials as 
an expert in his profession. The pipe 
which was to be laid was of exactly 
the same quality as that which was 
‘used in the street, and had been ac- 
cepted by the City Engineer. The 
pipe was also to be laid under the 
supervision of the Sewer Inspector. 

Scarcely had the work been com- 
menced when an injunction was served 
ordering that the work should not be 
done except by a plumber, as was re- 
quired by city ordinance No. 1656. 
After the serving of the injunction, 
Mr. Gannelli went to a well-known 
plumber and asked that he (the 
plumber) should supervise the work. 
This the plumber refused to do, say- 
ing that he was willing to take the 
job himself and then hire Mr. Gan- 
nelli to lay the pipe, but as for hav- 
ing him do it under his (the plumber’s) 
supervision, as was requested, that he 
must decline. 

In view of these facts, Mr. Petsch 
prepared a petition, which was signed 
by a large number of representative 
men of the city, asking that the ob- 
jectionable portion of the ordinance 
be repealed. The petition was pre- 
sented to the City Council last Mon- 
day, and that body promptly acted in 
accordance with the request. 

Mr. Petsch stated urther that a 
committee of three of the residents of 
his street was appointed to investigate 
as to the prices charged by plumbers 
and others for doing the work. They 
found that the prices charged by 
plumbers were from 75 to 87 cents per 
foot, while experienced pipe layers 


to do it for.from 40 to 47 cents per 


pipe laying is entirely distinct from 
that of plumbing.

There are in this part of the 
country a large number of experienced 
pipe-layers. Hundreds of miles of pipe 
have been laid about here within the 
past ten years, and many of the men 
who ve been employed in laying it 
have "become highly skilled in their 
profession. It is, therefore, claimed 
as a first consideration that the pipe 
can be put in in better shape by pipe- 
layers, and, secondarily, that they will 
do better work at about half the price 
charged by plumbers. 

Mr. Petsch also states that he has 
what he believes to be competent le- 
gal authority to the effect that the or- 
dinance, r.quiring such work to be 
done by plumbers, was contrary to

Thereat Budd Wood, 
who was then the tough pride of the 
sports in town, said he would ‘‘call him 
once for luck.”

Managemont of Lamps.’ 

In view of the numerous fatal and 
other accidents caused by petroleum and 
paraffin lamps, the London County 
Council has issued a number of sug- 
gestions in regard to the construction 
and management of lamps founded 
partly on recommedations by Sir Frede- 
rick Abel and Mr. Boverton Redwood, 
after investigatipns into the causes of 
accidents. These suggestions are di- 
vided into three groups. The first re- 
lates to the construction of lamps, and 
on this point it is strongly urged that 
the oil reservoir should be of metal, 
instead of china, glass, or other fragile 
material so commonly used, while it is 
further said that the wick should be in-. 
closed in u tube of thin sheet metal 
open at the bottom, and reaching al- 
most to the bottom of the oil reservoir. 
Then it is recommended that every 
lamp should have a broad, heavy base 
and a proper extinguishing apparatus. 
The “heavy base’’ i@ an important mat- 
ter, as tending to prevent the upsetting 
of lamps, for the upsetting is one of 
the most fruitful causes of serious ac- 
cident. It was, for instance, the cause 
of a fatal accident reported this week. 
Special attention is directed to the miran- 
agement of wicks, and as to extinguish- 
ing it is recommended that after the 
wick has been lowered till there is only 
a small, flickering flame, a sharp puff 
of breath should be sent across the top 
of the chimney, but not down it.

Among the more familiar 
Objy-ctS are the pagoda, sampan (or nae 
tive boat,) junk, the sedan chair, the 
stoall footed lady's shoe, tHe goddess of 
mercy, the Celestial poodie, the king 


of the fishes, the sitting Buddha, the 
dragon, the flying serpent, the begging

in America and Europe. A _ fourth 
class includes the filigree work and tis- 
sues made from fine silver wire and ig 
marked by the highest skill and beaue 
ty. Ie ts a favorite kind of work 
among the Chinese, and has been for 
centuries. ‘ihere is little doubt 
but that Marco Polo brought spec 
mens of it to Europe from Nankin, and 
in this manner aided irr the after -de- 
velopment, of the guilds of Italy ang 
France. The designs at times are sime 
ply marvelous. One from Fuchau cone 
sisted of a bouquet, over Which was 
looselv wrapped a silken veil. It was 
so perfectly made that the veil looked 
as if it might blow away at any mo- 
ment. Through its filmy folds the 
flowers and leaves were all visible. 
Another artistic was a little 
quet in which ferns, lilies of the valley 
and similar botanical beauties were 
perfectly photographed in metals. A 
custom of the Chinese trade deserves 
mention. In selling his gootis the Mon- 
golian merchant in silverware gives 
the weight of the metal, its fineness 
and its value as bullion; and then, as 
a separate item, the cost of the work- 
manship.

been found which works more than a 
temporary inconvenience these 
pests. A “‘wash”’ might possibly aston- 
ish them to death. The most effective 
remedies whith the community can use 
are the education of public opinion and 
the strict enforcement of the law. 

The people of Los Angeles have al- 
ready given their opinion of the opera- 
tions of these individuals. For months 
they wielded the boycott club in our 
midst, and after adopting every means 
known to them, chiefly illegal, the re- 
sult was @ dismal failure, and they 
slunk away to their holes. Now, like 
snakes which have been scotched but 
not killed, they are again rearing their 
heads and threatening business men 
who presume to conduct their business 
to suit themselves. 

Of all times, no more ill-fitting one 
than the present could be imagined to 
commence an agitation of this sort. On 
every side, business enterprises are 
forced to close down or curtail their ex- 
penses. Many businesses are being run 
at a loss. An army of men throughout 
the country seek in vain for work. 
Yet, on top of this, these acitators— 
these true ‘“‘enemies of labor’’—have the 
audacity to again take up the brutal 
club of the boycott and attempt to put 
the finishing touch om industries which 
supply their more worthy fellow-cit!- 
zens with the means of existence for 
themselves and families. 

‘It is an acknowledged fact that the 
boycott has done its best to kill the 
manufacturing business of San Fran- 
cisco, and has, in great measure, suc- 
_ceeded. Hence the thousands of men 
who are unemployed in that city. Were 
fit allowed its way, it would paralyze 
the industry of Los Angeles in like 
manner. What care the labor agi- 
tators for that? The time of adversity 
for the true laboring man. when he 
Bees around him the pinched faces of 
his wife and children, is the harvest 
time for this anomaly of the nineteenth 
century, the labor leader who does not 
labor.

- Co-operative Colonies. 


watchful- | 


Despite the dismal failure of the Ka- 
weah and Topolobampo enterprises, 
another effort is about to be made to 


| establish a co-operative colony on an 


| extensive scale in Kern county. The 
Examiner gives a description of this 
new enterprise, the location of which 
| is near Posb, where a tract of ten 
| square miles under irrigation has been 
| secured. This colony company was 
quietly organized in San Francisco 
about a year ago and named “The At- 
kinson Colony,” in honer of Edward 
Atkinson of Boston, who is said to be 
looking forward to the day when he 
can assume its nominal leadership and 
advise the board of control how 
put into practical shape the ideas and 
plans he has advocated for many 
vears. For a quarter of a century he 
has maintained that people congre- 
gated in colonies according to his plan 
could reduce the cost of living toa 
strikingly small sum. 

The prospectus is voluminous, and it 
abounds in hopes for a better era than 
the present. Those who have thus far 
enlisted—nearly enough to colonize the 
whole tract—come largely from the 
better class of agriculturists, though 
quite a number are from the seden- 
tary vocations. They say they be- 
lieve all men are brothers, yet they do 
not believe in herding the members of 
the society together in common lodg- 
ing-houses or dining-rooms. They as- 
sert that their colony is for the sole 
purpose of trying, on a wide scale, “a 
more human and philosophical plan of 
industrial ,association than is offered 
by the present cut-throat system of 
every fellow for himself and the devil 
for the hindmost,”’ but that they have 
not been guilty of trying to make all 
men equal. 

Another point wherein the plans 
differ from those of many similar ex- 
periments is that they do not meddle 
with religion or politics, nor have they 
any panaceas for the prevention of di- 
voree. They have decided to allow in- 
fidels and Christians to dwell as broth- 
ers upon the colony soil. A marked 
point of difference between the plans 
of the Atkinson colony and others is 
the individual ownership of land will 
be permitted, the community interest 
}extending only to the products of th 
soil. The funds from the sale of grops 
will go into the treasury until t reg- 
ular dividends shall be declared. 

As in the case of the other two en- 
terprises above referred to, there will 
be no money used in this colony, Pay- 
ments for all services will be made in 
eredits, which are to be good for mer- 
chandise at the colony store. 

The trouble is with most of these 
colony enterprises that the projectors 
attempt to do too much. They push 
the paternal system too far. There is 
no section in the United States which 
is so well adapted to the carrying out 
of co-operative farm work as South- 
ern California, but to be successful it 
must be carried out in a _ practical 
manner, without the interjection of 
any wild theories or Utopian aspira- 
tions, which may be, all very well to 
look forward to, but will never be 
found to work successfully as long as 
human nature remains what it is. 

The following remark, made by the 
manager of this colony, is quite true: 

“Give an ordinary man $500, let him 
start in farming or fruit-growing with- 
out experience, and he would find him- 
self stranded inside of three months; 
but take ten inexperienced men with 
$500 each under one who can intelli- 
gertiy direct their labor, end th v will 
oe *uccessful from the beginning.” 

To attain this object, however, it is 
by no means necessary that individu- 
ality should be obliterated. There is 
ample room for co-operation in the 
purchase of*land in a large tract at a 
wholesale price; in the purchase of the 
more expensive agricultural imple- 
ments, to be loaned out to the colo- 
nists; in the purchase of fertilizers, 
seeds and other necessaries by the car- 
load; in the perfect organization for 
gathering, grading, packing, shipping 
and marketing the crops, and, as sug- 
gested above, in furnishing guidance 
and assistance to inexperienced work- 
ers. Schools, churches, libraries and a 
co-operative store may also be estab- 
lished, and yet the colonist may re- 
main absolutely independent as the 
owner of his ten or twenty acre tract. 

Under such a reasonable system the 
co-operative plan of settling land may 
be a great blessing, especially to those 
of limited means and yet more limited 
knowledge of farm life, who yearn to 
rown a small, productive country home. 
Under such a system expenses are deé- 
creased, incomes are increased, and 
the land advances in value much faster 
than where each settler “goes it 
alone.” Provision may also be made 
for good roade, and inducements. of- 
fered for railroad facilities much ear- 
lier than where individuals settle in a 
‘haphazard manner. “Above and beyond 
all this, the colonists have from the 
start the many advantages of social 
life and pleasant intercourse after the 
day's work is done, the lack of which 


they remove to the country. 

Finally, it should be remembered 
that, while co-operation is ‘a good ser- 
vant, it may, under certain circum- 
stanees, become a very hard task- 
master.

It is the old well of 
salvation, into which the empty bucket 
of man’s littlenesg sinks to draw up 
the refreshing water of life. It is an 
element which, while it comes in hum- 
ble guise, exalts itself above the proud 
and is a tower of refuge among the 
common things of life. It is as pre 
cious in its sweetness as the rose of 
Sharon and the lily of. the’ valley. 
And the teaching of our Lord was sim- 
ple and direct, in keeping with the 
surroundings among which He was 
placed. Look at the language of the 
text, and note the.occasion and the 
situation. 

The disciples were desiring and ex- 
pecting an earthly kingdom, and here 
were great multitudes of men who had 
followed the Lord long and far, and 
had had nothing to eat. What did 
they say to Him? “How can a man 
satisfy these men with bread here in 
the wilderness?’’ 

What is the duty.of the priesthood 
and of the laity, to whom humanity 
looks for the practical demonstration 
of the faith of the chureh? How shall 
the appointed ministers of the church 
feed the ple? There is a great 
throbbing life all around us, sobbing 
its miserere, exulting its hallelujaha; 
how is the priest to instruct this hu- 
manity? What is the power which 
enables men to touch the hearts of 
other men? 

The Lord commanded the people to 
sit down, and He took bread, and gave 
thanks, and brake it, and gave to 
His disciples to set before the masses. 
And they did set. them before the 
people, so that they ate and were filled. 
The bread multiplied by their hands, to 
teach them what they could do for 
themselves. It illuetrates*the giving 
of what we have. If our: little talent 
is put under the touchstone of the 
Master's benediction, behold how it 
multiplies. 

Then another point... They were in 
the wilderness. Not on the shores of 
some beautiful lake, not in the midst 
of abundance, but in the wilderness, 
where the soil was veritably barren. 
The blessed ChrfSt himself was in the 
midst of men, they were In the midst 
of other men, and all were together in 
the wilderness. Are we not all in the 
wilderness? Look at the broken 
hearts, the wandering minds all about 
us—the barren lives. God only can 
break the bread of life to us. He 
only can feed us with the living bread 
which comes down from heaven. But 
if the gospel of Jesus Christ is lived 
over again in our lives, and, through 
our agency, in the lives of men, the 
wilderness of the world will be made 
glad with the streams of God, and 
there shall be brought forth the fruits 
of the Holy Spirit, for His dear Son's 
sake.

First—The filial spirit,

‘Only His dis- 
ciples should offer this prayer; only 
these who have received im. “To as 


many as received Him, to them he gave 
power to become the sons of God,” and 
these, having become sons, May truth- 
fully say, “Our Father.’S “AS Many as 
are led by the Spirit, they are the sons 
of God.’ Those who are only children 
of the flesh, who do not do the re 
vealed will of God, and obey the di- 
vine commands, have no right to say, 
“Our Father.’ The only prayer a 
ner may offer is, ‘God be merciful to 
me, a sinner.” When forgiven and 
adopted, when the Spirit bears witness 
that they are the sons of God, then, 
and only then. can they truthfully say, 
“Our Father, who art in heaven.” 


Second—The reverential spirit, “‘Hal- 
lowed be Thy name.” How irreverent 
are the times in which we live. With 


what lack of reverence is the house of 
God treated, and even His own holy 
word: Oh, that men, the creatures of 
His hand. would mare often exclaim, 
‘Holy, holy, Lord God Almighty.” 
Third—The missionary spirit,

do the will of. the 
Christ taught the disciples to pray and 
labor that God the father might rule, 
that His power and His gtory might 
be supreme—and so must it be. The 
kingdems of gold, of silver, of bronge 
and of iron have all been symbolized, 
and the kingdom of stone, the reek of 
ages, the supremacy of as CO 


equal with God the Father, ts rapidly 
coming. Then will the Son give up the 
kingdom to God the Father, and then 
will the Father, the Son and the Holy 
Spirit reign jointly and forever. 
Fourth—The submissive spirit, ‘““Thy 
will be done on earth.’ It is the duty 
of every child of God to say, “Thy will 
be done.’ But, how done? Obedient- 
ly, cheerfully, lovingly. God's will is 
upright, man’s will is a contrary one, 
and when they meet there is a cross, 


a lack of wnison. God's will cannot 
change; man’s will must change, 
and when changed, and made 


to conform to that of God, no cross 
appears. When we become submissive 
and obedient, our will is swallowed 
up in His will, and then can we Say, 
“Thy will be done on earth.” ; 

Fifth—The dependent spirit, “Give-us 
this day our daily bread.’’ Some think 
this a useless prayer, as the earth pro- 
duces the bread..and our industry and 
ekill enables us to purchase what we 
need. Yet it is a fact that all the 
breadstuffs in the markets of the world 
are today only sufficient to feed for 
eighteen months the fifteen hundred 
millions people on the earth. To re- 
plenish and produce the food we need, 
the earth nrust 92,000,000 miles from 
the sun, the earth”must revolve exactly 
as it does, the seasons must come and 
fo, and all these wonders of the ma- 
terial world are held and controlled 
by His infinite will. How important 
theh that we do not forget to daily 
pray for daily bréad. 

Sixth—The forgiving spirit, “Forgive 
us our debts as we forgive our debt- 
ors.” When we pray this we are pray- 
ing to be forgiven only as we forsive. 
When God forgives, our sins are sep- 
arated from us, they are put behind 
cur back, they are cast into the depths 
ef the sea, they are blotted .ocut—they 
never again appear to vex us. Unless 
we so,forgive we cannot hope to be 
forgiven. There must be peni- 
tence and desire of forgiveness 
hefore God grants it. An unforgiving 
man is an unforgiven man. 

Seventh—The cautious spirit, “‘Lead 
us not into temptation.’ Does God 
ever lead a man into temptation? This 
word has two meanings, influence to 
sin, and test of faith. Man being 
made in the image of God, must, like 
Him, be a free moral agent. God does 
not influence a man to sin, but He 
may and does test his faith, hence 
this prayer is, “Let me not be tempt- 
ed more than I am able to bear.” The 
tempted Christian becomes the strong 
Christian. God's child is one of 
growth, and his strength comes from 
God's dealings, and an exercise of faith 
and prayer. But let us not seek temp- 
tation and danger. 

Eighth—The sanctifying spirit, ““De- 
liver us from evil,”’ or as the revised 
version has it, “‘Deliver us from the 
evil one, from Satan, the enemy of our 
couls.”" When so delivered, we are 
free ind . and made pure. Let us 
not say as 
sin, and hence no need to be de‘ivered. 
“If any man say he hath no sin, he 
deceiveth himself. and the truth is 
net in him.” It is in the power of 
every child of God to live above the 
world and its sins, and to be delivered 
from the power of the evil one, but 
we are in the world, and have not 
rinless perfection. That is God's na- 
ture and Christ’s inheritance. Let us 
each be as holy as we can be in this 
world of sin, but let us never speak 
of it. Let others see it and know that 
we have walked with God. 

Ninth—The adoring spirit, “For 
Thine is the kingdom and the power 
and the glory forever.”’ This glorious 
event is not yet fully come, this prayer 
is not wholly answered, but the time 
ia coming, and that more rapidly than 
some realize. Then. indeed, will His 
redeemed ones say, ‘““‘Thine is the king- 
dom, Thine is the power, and Thine is 
the glory forever. Glorious anticipa- 
— grand achievement, happy realiza- 
tion! . 

In the evening the pastor, Dr. Read, 
preached a strong sermon of the 
evangelistic order, that was listened 
to by a good sized audience of atten- 
tive listeners. This was followed by 
an after meeting of prayer, and much 
solemn interest. During the evening 
service the ordinance of baptism wos 
administered.

We must realize that there is 
a constant change of conditions of the 
world, and that necessarily the gneth- 
ods for the spread of the gospel must 
also change to conform to 
changed conditions. In the history of 
this courtry we see a constant 
change and development. First, we 
had the age of discovery; second, of 
colonization and cultivation; third, we 
now are in the industrial period, and 
while TS present time is the most 
adviaficed in material things; yet the 
problems which confront ug are more 
difficult to solve than those of any 
other age. And this is true as regards 
the Christian life as well. We have 
not to confront the question of the ex- 
istence of God, the immortality of the 
soul and such questions, as hardly any- 
one now but the most ignorant doubt 
the truth of these doctrines. 

Satan does not attack Christianity 
thus, but he now comes in the form 
of the so-called liberal churches, that 
claim to bring something better and 
easier than Christianity. Some of 
them even administer the sacrament 
of the Lord’s supper, recognize the 
Christmas holiday as the birthday of 
Christ, and yet deny the divinity of 
Jesus! If the sacraments n any- 
thing to us it is because of the divin- 
ity of the Lord Jesus, and it is worse 
than sacrilege to celebrate them with 
any other idea. We must answer these 
questions in our day as our fathers an- 
swered the questions of their days, and 
to do this we must be equipped for 
the fight, and put on the whole armor 
of God. 

God hasten the day when we shal) 
realize that we ought to and must 
make use ‘of every legitimate means 
for the advancement of Christ’s king- 
dom. If* we succeed’ in the Christian 
life we must be wflling to sacrifice 
our own comfort, and when we’ are 
willing to sacrifice all then we must 
succeed. Oh! “‘Let us put on the whole 
armor of God that ye may be able to 
stand against the wiles of the devil.”

“Stanners: Rights.”’ 

Men who are imposed upon in busi- 

ness mediately get him who has com- 
mitt the imposition up before a court 
to determine his “‘rights.’’ We hear a 
good deal nowadays about the rights 
of capital and labor, the rights of citi- 
zenship, ‘Women's rights, and various 
other rights, but we do not very often 
hear anything about sinners’ rights. 
Men who are in an unregenerate state 
are in a helpless, but not a hopeless, 
condition. The keenest critics in the 
world are the unregenerate ones, and 
they stand off at a distance, and, view- 
ing the lives of some Christians, say, 
“T want none of that religion.’ They're 
right. There's a lot of professors whose 
religion is not worth having. There are 
a good many men who are very like the 
boy who only prayed at night because 
it was dark; in the daytime he could 
take care of himself. When hard times 
come, and poverty, starvation per- 
haps, stares us in the face, and the 
spoons have to be pawned, the wedding 
gifts go, and, perhaps, the clothing goes 
to the pawnbroker. Interest piles up, 
and the sum gets so large we have to 
leave it. There have many sacred 
things found a resting-place on the 
shelves of these usurious pawnbrokers. 
Along comes a friend and redeems our 
treasures. How thankful we are! The 
devil is the meanest pawnbroker ever 
known. Souls are every day going into 
pawn with the devil. But the Lord 
Jesus Christ came to redeem the soul 
in pawn to the devil. ‘“‘But to as many 
as received Him, gave He the right to 
become sons of God.’ Man is not to- 
day secking God, but God, through 
Christ, is seeking man, and every sinner 
has a right to be saved, but they must 
claim their rights.

How the Christian reached the Celes- 
tial City. Not a wearisome journey.” 

Rev. M. H. Stine preached from 
Luke xvi, 22. The parable of the rich 
man and Lazarus is one of the most 
instructive in God’s word. It is neces- 
sary of all parables that their imagery 
be true. The tendency of all false- 
hood is to deceive. If the details of 
this parable were false the whole would 
lead to eroneous conclusions and 
Christ would consequently teach false- 
hood. This is unworthy of the 
Savior and cannot be supposed. 

There are many lessons to be 
learned from this parable, and atten- 
tion is invited to one of them, the mode 
of heaven's tranportation. ‘“‘Was car- 
ried by the angels into Abraham's 
bosom.” We have few accounts in 
God's word of how souls go to the 
other world. Elijah was taken in a 
Whirlwind. This fact does not pre- 
clude the ministry of .angels. Luke 
says that whilst Christ blessed His 
disciples ‘“‘He parted from them and 
was carried up into heaven.’ Angels 
'“are ministering spirits sent to min- 
‘ister unto them that are to be heirs 
of salvation.”’ The statement, there- 
fore, that they bore one good man 
into heaven can be easily accepted. 
There is not a little comfort in the 
thought that they will accompany 
God's children to their heavenly home. 
| We need not seek for the heavenly 
mansion. We need not study what to 
avoid and what to search for on the 
way, if the angels are our guides. 

Whom will these heavenly megsen- 
gers bear to the Father’s house? The

| God's word. It is here expressed in 
the one word Lazarus, whom God 
helps. It is a cheering fact that the 
angels come for God's servants. The 
rich and great as a rule do not honor 
their servants by sending their best 
means of transportation.

their own transportation. How pre- 
| cious in God's sight is the lowliest of 
| His servants! He may be unknown in 
the world, he may be poor, but by and 
by God's angels will carry him home!

Besides, 
the angels are represented as traveling 
very swiftly. That is why we, in our 
thoughts of angels, ascribe them 
wings.

Matters That Will Come Up at the Meeting 
T 


Today’s session of the City Council 
promises to be a busy one, there being 
so much important business to dis- 
pose of. , 

The greatest interest will naturally 
center on the action on the report of 
the Finance Committee. This report, — 
which is somewhat lengthy, co been 
catefully kept from tke public up to 
aa Gee The report may be slightly 
altered before being adopted, but it is 
not unlikely that it will be adopted as 
presented.

TUCSON, Aug. 28.—A most shocking 
death occurred here yesterday morn- 
ing.

She 
was standing six feet from a new 
adobe wall, twelve feet high and fif- 
teen feet long, her back to it.

form. Her back and one lege were 
brokén, and her face terribly bruised. 
She never spoke, and died while being 
carried to the house.

The water came boom- 
ng down’ the wash, carrying every- 
thing before it. The Southwestern 
Mining Company’s stable and corral 
was in dtrect course of the torrent, 
and were swept away like mere straws. 
Seven large ore wagons were also car- 
ried into the river and disappeared 
beneath the muddy waters. The sur-

Arrivals from Jerome yesterday re- 
port a terrific cloudburst and the dam- 
age of considerable property to the 
United Verde Company. The water 
struck the engine-room and piled up 
debris that necessitated the shut- 
ting down of the plant. Various 
foundations ,were also damaged, and 
it will be several days before the plant 
is again running.

STOCK AND AGRICULTURE. 

There are several carloads of honey 
at Tempe awaiting shipment when a 
market can be found for it, and C. T. 
Hayden has gone east to look for one. 

All the crops in the vicinity of Pres- 
cott seem full and prosperous since the 
rains. Nearly every section has had 
good showers. The second crop of al- 
faifa near Prescott is being cut. 

es are plentiful. 

The Sanford ranch at Yuma has pro- 
duced 26,000 watermelons thus far this 
season. 

J. T. Owens & Co. of Safford are 
arranging to build a new roller pro- 
cess mill at that place. It will have a 
capacity of fifty tons per day, and 


‘make a fine quality of flour. 


The cattle ranges of Arizona are 
now in better condition than for the 
past twelve years. Stock are fatten- 
ing rapidly, though not yet in beef 
order. 

Hay for Fort Huachuca this year 
will be cut from the mesa. This is a 
disappointment to alfalfa raisers and 
contractors. 

The second crop of peaches this sea- 
s0n were lately picked from trees near 
Phoenix. 

Reports from every range are to the 
effect that more stray catle are water- 
ing and feeding there than home stock. 
Brands entirely unknown are seen 
daily in bunches, which are many 
miles from home. Cattle have been 
found on the ranges 200 miles from 
where they belong. 

In Southern Arizona the carcasses 
of cattle that wandered into mud holes 
during the drought, are now floating 
merrily away toward the ocean on the 
bosom of the ranging stream. 

This season Moses Cluff of Pima, 
Graham county, has made over 1000 
gallons of wine from his vineyard. 

A Northern Arizona man fenced in 
@ pasture for saddle horses in the 
spring, but says his labor was useless. 
The rains came, but from some unac- 
countable reason not a p has fallen 
fnside the inclosure. It has rained on 
all sides right up to the fence and 
stopped—not a drop having fallen in- 
side. The same thing occurred at the 
Hartt ranch near here. Mr. Hartt 
says the top wire kept the rain out; he 
will have it taken off. 

Of the clashing of cattle and sheep 
interests, @ Northern Arizona paper 
says: “It requires considerable for- 
bearance to run cattle in this country 
at this time, without having trouble 
with roving sheep-herders from New 
Mexico. Some of these fellows will 
locate their camp, and insist on re- 
maining within a mile of some cat- 
tle ranch, when there is just as good 
feed, with an abundance of water, 
farther away. To an_ unprejudiced 
mind, such conduct smacks considera- 
bly of a disposition on the part of sheep 
men to provoke a quarrel, if not fight. 
We do not pretend to say they are act- 
ing under instructions from their em- 
ployers, but can see no necessity for 
sending thirty-five well-armed men to 
look after 10,000 or 12,000 sheep, unless 
it. is done for the purpose of intimi- 
dation and trampling under foot the 
rights of bona fide settlers. If such is 
the case, we warn these parties that 
there is a point at which forbearance 
ceases to be a virtue, and that point 
has almost -been reached.”

A New Game. 

Oona, says the San Francisco Chron- 
icle, is a new game, specially designed 
for use on small lawns or places where 
space is too restricted to allow of lawn 
tennis or other pastimes, which require 
a large area. It can also be played as 
an indoor game, the legs of the table 
being shod with soft material to pre- 
vent injury to any polished surface it 
may have to stand upon. Any number 
of players can participate, either form- 
ing sides or playing independently. The 
table is made of polished wood, about 
two feet six inches in diameter, and. or- 
dinary lawn tennis balls are used. 

The following are the principal rules 
of the game: : 

First—Choose the order of play. If 
more than two, fix whether the players 
are to be partners or not, and decide 
the number of balls (not exceeding six) 
each is to throw. 

Second—The first player bowls. his 
ball or balls up the incline of the 
tower in the center of the table, when 
it will strike off at a tangent, and, if 
successful, lodge in one of the holes. 
The act of doing so will release the cor- 
responding flag, which will fly up, the 
player adding the number it bears to 
his score. 

' Third—Balis which go off the table or 
return down the incline are dead. 

Fourth—When the player has played 
all his balls, the next in rotation fol- 
lows in.like manner. 

Fifth—The game is usually two points, 
but this can be varied to suit the taste 
or convenience Ofeghe players.

EDUCATION OF THE NOSE. 


The Neglected Sense of Smell May 
Great Possibilities. 

(Boston Courier:) With all the devel- 
opments of human knowleuge tue 
improvements in the methods of educa- 
tion, there has been a strange lack of 
appreciation of the improvement of the 
sense of smell. The modern systems of 
education are supposed to be aimed at 
the bringing to perfection of all the 
powers of body and mind, and yet one 
has’only to consider a little Jo realize 
how limited their recognition of the 
needs and possibilities of the senses 
reaily is.. The faculties both of taste 
and smell are practically ignored by 
modern educitors. The art of gastron- 
omy does something for the sense of 
taste, but the sense of smell has not 
even the benefit of indirect education. 
It is ignored and neglected, as com- 
pletely as if there was no knowledge ef 
its existence 

Yet the « apabilities of this sense are 
means small. On the merely 
t side it Is easy to see that if 
the nose were trained to be sufficiently 
Sensitive it would be able to be of in- 
finite service. The good, old-fashioned 
housewife trained her nose tO warn her 
of fire: to tell her when an accident 
happened to the dishes cooking on or in | 
the stove, which she could not stop to 
watch with her eyes. In rare instances 
men in especial limes have trained their 
sense of smell to assist them In their 
work. the dealers in dairy 
products, and in some other goods, de- 
termining the quality and condition of 
their goods by smelling them, but this 
is an exceptional matter, which is far

PITIFUL TALE. 


Sad Experience of. Mamie 
Smith. 


Mystery of the Missing School 
Girl Solved. 


Thought of Suicide First and Home 
Afterward. 


A Cousin ‘Named Dunn Su-posed to Have 
Effected Her Ruin-What a San 
Prancisco Land ady 
Anew. 


The mystery Surrounding the dis- 
appearance of Mamie Smith has been 
leared up. It was on the I8th.,of May 
‘ast that the girl, who was one of 
he brightest pupils in a private school 
f this city, was suddenly missed. All 
forts of the local authorities to dist 
ever her whereabouts proved unavail- 


ne at the time, and many stories 
were Set afloat in intimation of foul 
play, elopement and other explanations 


‘f the singular cage. 

The lost girl has now been found in 
hospital at Edgemont. Dak., but a few 
miles from Alpena, where her parents 
reside. Betrayed and dese Tted, and 
not being able to bear the shame of her 
disgraee, she had endeavored to reach 
home, finally falling sick at Edemont, 
where she was found by her broken- 
hearted father. 

The San Francisco Examiner of Sat- 
urday contains the following account 
of the pitiful tale of the wronged girl's 
troubles, 

When taken into the hospital at 
Edgemont she smiled in the face of the 


“hurse and said: 


“"T can die happy: now, 
‘9 near home; let me turn my faee 
that way.’ 

“A few hours later she was in delir- 
ium, raving for the man who had ruin- 
ed her young life. One of the nurses, 
picking up a copy of the Exam ner 
that contained : account of the girl's 
disappearance d her portrait, sus- 
pected the necret that the poor child 
had attempted to conceal under an 
assumed name, and telegraphed for 
the patient’s father. He hurried to his 
daughter's bedside, and at the hospital 
he learned all of the pitiful story. 

“ven at the point of death the girl 

will not reveal the name of her be- 
wrayer, but all the facts point towrrd 

Clarence W. Dunn, her cousin, as the 
gullty man. Dunn is at present in 
Portiand, Or. 

“Since May last, according to the 
story whispered to her father, the girl 
has suffered intensely. Her ruin was 
accomplished in a hotel at Los Ange- 
les, she says, and, when the fact could 
no longer be concealed’ from her 
‘choolmates and teachers, the child 
ed to San Francisco to meet Dunn. 
She says that she confided in him, 
snd he offered to help her. He first 
ccured her a room on Montgomery 
‘treet, but soon removed her to the 
odging-house at No. 123 Powell street. 
The services of Mrs. F. W. Gwvyer of 
No. 311% Hyde street were solicited 
yy Dunn, but the girl declined to visit 
hat woman, saying that she would die 
by suicide rather than submit to the 
treatment. 

“Young Dunn left her one midnight. 
Next morning when he returned to 
ind her she was gone. The wretched 
girl had started out to find death, and 
‘he left a letter bidding her lover fare- 
well. 

“‘T went to the wharf,’ she said to 
her father, ‘but 1 didn't have the cour- 
age to jump into the bay. So I walked 
about the streets all day and night, 
and when morning came I had learned 
that I was not brave enough to die. 
Then I bought a ticket to Sac ramento.’ 

“In the capital city the tender, well- 
bred girl, gifted with many accom- 
plishments, hired out as a nurse girl 
with a family on I street. 

“I didn’t write to my lover because 
I wanted him to think that I was 
dead,’ she said. ‘I stayed in Sacra- 
mento until July 20, and, then, papa, 
I wanted to come home. I had saved 
$50 with what had been given to me, 
and I bought a ticket for this ‘place. I 
wanted to be nesr hoffe and in this 
hospital I found shelter.’ 

“The condition of the girl is pitiful, 
and the physicians predict that death 
will be the result. The little wanderer

will have one comfort. She will die 
in her mother’s arms. 
“It will break my wife's heart,’ 


writes the father, ‘but I thank you 
for helping to find my unfortunate 
child again.’ ' 

“The story told by Mamie Smith in 
the hospital at Kdgemont is confirmed 
by investigations made in this city. 
Mrs. Fisher, the landlady of the re- 
sort on the southwest._corner of O'’Far- 
rell and Powell streets, distinctly re- 
calls the visit of young Dunn and Miss 
Smith to her house. 

‘He came here,’ she said, ‘and en- 
Raged the room’‘and then brought her 
around. He:was with her some time 
and I could hear them talk- 
ing together. She seemed to be plead- 
ing with him about something, and he 
replied in a quick, sharp way. He 
went out about midnight and twhen I 
went to the room the next day I 
knocked and received no reply. Then 
' i went tn and on the top of the bureau 
/I found a number of letters. One in 
the girl's handwriting was addressed 
to him, and jit was enough to bring 
the tears from .your eyes. I’ve the 
letters yet." Mrs. Fisher produced the 
letter. It was a pathetic note, in which 
the girl bade her sweetheart farewell. 
telling him that she was About to end 
all her troubles by going to sleep be- 
neath the waters of the bay. 

““My own dear beloved,’ she vegan, 
‘Iam about address you for the last 
time. When this comes to you, my 
darling, I will have gone home, ghome 
to Him who will forgive all I 
have done. I have imposed updo@m you 
with my trouble, and you have” beer 
too kind to complain, but I have un- 
Gerstood all along. I did not come to 
the city, dear, to see the doctor. I 
came only to be near you, whom I 
love better than all else in the world. 
1 would willingly die to win your love, 
but I know that it can never be. Why 
should I not die? There is nothing 
for me to live for without you by imy 
side. I could bear that the finger of 
scorn should be pointed at me if I 
could have your support, but I can- 
not face it without. I lave you so 
fondly, darling, that to breathe the 
same air with you is happiness. You 
did not suspect when I asked for a 
pencil last night that I wanted it to 
write my farewell to life. I am using 
it now. Your goodnight kiss is still 
warm on my lips, dear, and I can die 
in peace.’
